sale. 

Aman named T. Cook entered into 

i negotiations with the land department 
4 for the leasing of land at the end of 
the Highlande cay line for the purpose 
of erecting a store and dwelling. Py! 
dently acting upon the assumption 
that the lease would be granted by 
councll, Mr, Cook went ahead with 
some preliminary construction work, 
but subsequently it was discovered 
that there was a restrictive clause in| 
the original covenant covering High- 
" lands property to the effect that no 
store buildings were to be erected in 
the Highlands. Therefore he was 
compelled to cease his buildnig, and 
the negotiations for leasing ended. 

On his behalf Mr, Charters present- 
ed to the committee a claim for $200 
general damages, and $61 special dam- 
ages. 

The committee, by a majority voted 
against the payment of the $200 dam- 
ages, but instead, accepted a report of 
the land department, that a settlement 
be made by paying the $51, half of 
which, it was stated, would be paid by 
Mr. Holgate. 

Ald. Adair was opposed to this, and 
considered that the $200 should be 
paid, as the man evidently went ahead | 

fn good faith. He said, that he was 
not so much interested in the claim, a8 
in the fact of the city being held up in 
its attempt to dispose of tox ale pro- 
perty by archaic restrictions, By sub- | 
mission to this they were going to) 
destroy the utility of the land depart- 

ment, | 

Ald, Buny said that accopinig to the | 
conditions covering the iginal sale 
of the property stores could be erected | 
in Bell w, west of 65th stret, but | 
none in the Highlands. He pointed 
out that by allowing the bullding the 
city qould ‘be breaking faith with a 
nurntiher of people who had purchased 
property and erected residences under 
f the old conditions. He also pointed | 
\ out that Mr, Cook had been told by | 

’ the land department that the lease | 
must ‘be passed by council. | 

Ald, Malone was opposed to the | 
claim for damages, but he did not be- 
lieve in the city being held up by the 
building restrictions. They were not | 
democratic encugh, and there was no | 
reason why Highlands people should 
not be allowed to build what they 
liked. He raised the question where | 
the covenant did not cease where the 
lands passed out of the hands of the | 
original parties, 

City Solicitor Bown said that the} 
covenant ran with the land. The point 
was the definition of the tax sale 
terms, which said that the land could 
be sold in fee simple, and the question

Ald. Richards, chairman, sald that |
